BIG MONEY AT BATHURST 


A colossal $20,000 - that’s the amount of prize money which will be available at Australia’s 
premier motor cycle event, the Chesterfield Australian Grand Prix, at Easter Weekend. The two 
day event will be held on the 6.3 mile Mount Panorama Circuit (Bathurst) on March 29-30 and 
should attract many competitors from beyond Australian shores . Several New Zealanders can be 
expected to attend, including Christchurch’s John Boote, who came fourth in the feature event 
last year. Total prize money for the unlimited GP will be $4,500, with $2,000 going to the winner, 
The race will be of 30 laps (190km) so that a fuel stop will be called for. A shorter, 154lap 
unlimited capacity race carrying $1,500 in prize money will be run on the first day. Altogether, 18 
races are planned to take place over the two days and 1200 entries are expected to be received. 
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Three of New Zealand’s top trials riders have Deen invited to compete in a series of 


trials and demonstrations in Australia. 


The lucky three - Bruce Mitchell, Greg Power 


and Peter Grinter - will spend three weeks in Australia during March and April this year.

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New Zealand Motor Cycle News has been on the news 
stands in its present form for 15 months and is now 
undoubtedly an informative magazine of some substance. 
It has, during this time, become:an important part of my 
life. But life is constantly changing and the time has 
come for me to announce that | am stepping down from 
the editor's chair. 

Right from the outset, it was never intended that my 
position would be a permanent one. It was my task to get 
the magazine established on a firm foundation and set the 


pattern for others to follow. There is always room for: 


improvement but | hope that you have found the results of 
my efforts worthwhile. The rapidly increasing circulation 
has certainly been cause for considerable satisfaction. 

Considering the relatively small staff and limited 
finances, | am personally well satisfied with the standard 
of the present product. It compares very favourably with 
news magazines of a similar nature published overseas — 
magazines produced with a far greater budget and vastly 
superior resources. 

During my time as editor, | have tried to introduce 
newspaper presentation. The main emphasis has always 
been on providing the news — telling readers what is 
happening in the motor-cycle world in plain, factual 
language. Generally, the main concentration has been on 
New Zealand happenings. The directors and | felt that 
those wanting overseas information could buy overseas 
magazines. Overseas content has been limited to major 
happenings. 

| have always tried to make NZMCN interesting, in 
appearance as well as in content. In this respect, | must 
express my grateful thanks for the many photographers 
and correspondents who have contributed. Without them, 
the magazine would not be what it is today. 

One correspondent — and one only — suggested that 
we should follow the format of American motor-cycle 
magazines. He asked to be entertained as well as 
informed. | must agree that the American style is 
entertaining — but it is not always informative and facts 
are often warped by the over enthusiastic use of colourful 
descriptive phrases. | know of not one American 
magazine which gives a complete national coverage up to 
the standard set by NZMCN: And this does not mean that 
our coverage has been perfect. But for those who want 
outrageous writing and a good laugh, | suggest a visit to 
the nearest comic stand. 

The 15 months | have spent as editor have been very 
rewarding. | have made many friendships which | am sure 
will endure the passing of time and | have learned a great 
deal about people and motor-cycling. But throughout this 
period, | have been struggling to do justice to my main 
employment as a senior-journalist-by-appointment on the 
staff of the Christchurch daily newspaper, “The Press”. | 
have been working 12 hours a day, often seven days a 
week. 

The situation was aggravated when NZMCN went 
fortnightly and clearly the situation could not continue 
indefinitely. The work load has, simply, become too great 
for a part-time editor. In fairness to the publishers, 
Fourman Holdings Limited, my long suffering family and 
to myself, | decided to resign. 

It is with a genuine sense of regret that | take my leave. 
| will, of course, always be available as advisor and, from 
time to time, will contribute articles on a casual basis. To 
all intents and purposes, my control over the magazine 
ends with this issue. But if | leave reluctantly, it is in the 
knowledge that NZMCN is in good hands. Rest assured, 
the high standards which have made NZMCN the finest 
publication of its type this contry has known will be 
maintained. 

This has not been an easy editorial to write for obvious 
reasons. But before | end, thank you all — readers, 
correspondents, photographers, advertisers and staff 
members — for the splendid support you gave me. 
Farewell and good motor-cycling. My task is ended.

“WE MUST CHANGE 


NEW ZEALAND 
"MOTO-xX” 
Sir, 
Having been _ riding 


moto-cross for 11 years 
including 8 years overseas, 
| have experienced some 


interesting ideas, partic- 
ularly in the area of 
organisation. 

Moto Cross in New 
Zealand seems to me 
rather dull. For instance, 


you arrive at a meeting and 
find there are about 30 
races on the program and 
you scratch your head and 
wonder which bloody race 
you are supposed to be in. 
Or, if you have three bikes 
(one in each class) you are 
all but in every one, and 
are running around from 
one bike to another. To me 
that just isn’t moto-cross. 

To produce good riders 
we must hold fewer races 
on our programs and make 
the races longer. We must 
have class racing — a 
usual racing program 
should consist of two 30- 
minute moto’s for each 
class, having only six 
races for the day. 

My main topic of con- 
tention is the New Zealand 
Championships. At 
Present you may as well 
run a lottery and pick out 
the winner, because this is 
NOT the way to find a real 


moto-x champion. You 
should run a series of six 
meetings, three in the 


South Island and three in 
the North. 

Each race should have a 
points system of 8, 6, 5, 4, 
3,281. This in fact gives 
the majority of competitors 
a chance to race in the 
vicinity of his home, or 
nearby, and a points system 
which will indicate the real

A $5000 moto cross series could be held this winter by 
the Wellington Ixion club. The club is considering staging 
the series on the Otaihanga course, Paraparamu, over the 
five months between April and August, with one meeting 
per month. Each meeting would carry $1000 in prize 
money, payable on the day of the meeting.

Every competition-oriented motor-cycle rider dreams 
of having full sponsorship, competitive machinery, and a 
fully equipped workshop. To Steven Dundon, just waiting 
around for a sponsor wasn’t on, so he did the next best 
thing and, teaming up with Gary Gill, started a motor- 
cycle shop, dealing in Suzuki machines. 


It was a move which cul-, 
minated in the quiet, 24 year 
old father of two children pres- 
ently being within grasping dist- 
ance of the New Zealand 500cc 
road racing title. For though it 
may not yet be widely known 
Dundon has been piling up the 
points on his water cooled 
Suzuki TR500 twin and is now 
virtually assured of taking the 
title from its current holder 
Dale Wylie. 

But the opening of a motor- 
cycle shop was in some ways 
the climax of a career always 
centred around the many as- 
pects of motor-cycling. 

Dundon started his appren- 
ticeship with Lawton & Boyle, 
of Wellington, where to his good 
fortune, he came under the 
tutorship of Dick Lawton, who 
Dundon describes as a “tuning 


‘field production GP. 


Success 
also came on a Suzuki 1350, 
where on one notable occasion, 
he almost lapped the entire 
field ina Levin production race. 

Dundon moved on to work 
with W. Whites and it was here 
he was to have so much success. 
Among other machines he com: 
peted on were the ex-Keith 
Turner TD2 250 racer, and.a 
spell of production ‘racing on a 
Yamaha R5 350. He was one of 
only a few riders to have con- 
sistent wins on this model, 
against fields dominated by Su- 
zuki 7350's and Kawasaki 
twins and triples. 

When the RD 350 arrived, 
Dundon had one lined up for 
production racing. However, 
the organisers of the Gracefield 
GP. did not agree with his con- 
ceptof a “‘production’’ machine.

The trouble was, that his ma- 
chines were faster than’ bikes 
twice their size causing .con- 
siderable concern for his com- 
petitors. Recently, scrutineer- 
ing and a threat of a year's 
suspension has stopped produc- 
tion racing from being a total 
farce. 

Soon after, he left Whites, 
as did Gary Gill, and set up the 
Wellington Motor-cycle Centre. 
Dundon was able to re-establish 
his successful association with 
Suzuki. He proved the ver- 
satility of the TM moto-cross 
Suzukis, by successfully. racing 
125, 250,and 400cc machines 
However, he quit racing the 
TM 400 as he had trouble start- 
ing the big alcoho! burning 
single, due to a lack of weight 
needed to bump start it. He 
continued to race the 125 and 
250cce machines, and built up 
a worthy reputation, especially 
in the 125 class, often winning 
by huge margins. 

To replace the 400 Dundon 
built a 500 racer, based on the 
venerable Suzuki Titan 500. 
The finished machine boasted 
a disc brake, competitive per- 
formance, and superb handling:

to New Zealand late in 1974. 

He competed on this machine 
during the Marlboro series, gain- 
ing some valuable experience and 
earning his share of prize money. 

Then, after the series had 
ended, Dundon took delivery of 
the factory machine which American 
Pat Hennen raced at Gracefield 
and Wanganui. He has not 
actually bought the bike but is 
“looking after it’ for Coleman's 
the Suzuki importers, 

Despite the fact that the 
Marlboro series seems to have 
taken some of the glamour 
from the New Zealand titles it 
still counts for something to be 
the national 500cc champion, 
particularly when it comes to” 
finding a sponsor or entering 
in overseas events, And the 
fact that Dundon also carried * 
off the New Zealand 500 TT. 
and the 500cc Airfield champs 
this year will help him in his 
search for a major sponsor, 

His immediate ambitions and 
plans simply revolve around 
“learning to go faster on the 
Suzy, which means racing it 
whenever and Wherever | can’. 
He hopes to compete in the

It has been said, with 
some degree of justi ition 
that the four-stroke engine 
is ideally suited to off-road 
motor-cycling. The sales 
figures for Honda‘’s XL250 
Motosport- certainly give 
substance to such an 
opinion. 

The four-valve 250 has been 
with us for about two years and 
is still virtually the same as it 
was the day the first example 
rolled off the assembly line in 
Japan. Throughout this time, 
it has remained one of the 
biggest selling trail bikes in the 
world and there are no signs of 
any diminishing in the demand. 

This, of course, is not an 
indication that there is no place 
for two-strokes in the dirt. 
Honda has already recognised 
that there is by producing the 
MT125 and MT250 trail two- 
strokes. As spirited, lightweight 
tuned down moto-crossers, they 
cannot be compared with the 
more sedate XL250. 

But, in New Zealand at least, 
the faithful XL250 has con- 
tinued to outsell the two-stroke 
equivalent by something like 
two to one. Dirt riding en- 
thusiasts have been unable to 
resist the widespread torque of 
a single-cylinder four-valve motor 
slung in a solid and geometri- 
cally sound frame. 

At a time when two-strokes 
are dominating the competitive 
scene, such sales success seemed 
a little strange to us. So we 
borrowed a new XL250 from 
Holland's Motor-cycles Limited 
and set out to find out just 
why the Honda has such wide 
appeal. 

First impressions can be mis- 
leading and-in the case of the 
Honda single they certainly 
were. Dead flat — that was 
the feeling one got on acce- 
lerating away from the shop. 
Twisting the twist grip was 
rather like wringing out a wet 
sponge. Nothing much hap- 
pened. Low gear or high, the 
rate of: acceleration didn’t seem 
to alter much. Blazing accele- 
ration was something quite 
foreign to its character. 

But after a few miles, it 
suddenly became apparent that 
the Honda wasn't quite such a 











slow old horse as at first thought. 
True, there wasn’t the great 
power surge which two-strokes 
have over a band a few hundred 
revs per minute wide. But the 
motor continued to pull strong- 
ly long after any two-stroke 
would have blown its top or run 
out of gears. 

And it seemed to preter a 
high gear once it was rolling. 
For passing those dreadful four- 
wheel machines, it was just a 
case of winding the old twist 
grip open and whistling past. 
No need for three desperate 
gear changes before diving back 
into line. 

Regardless of the nature of 
the terrain being covered, the 
four-stroke single continued to 


plug away without any sugges- 
tion of snatch or stalling. Quite 
incredible climbs (for an ama- 
teur like our tester) could be 
completed in effortless fashion. 
As an off-road hill climber, the 
XL250 has no peers in its class. 

As early experience on the 
toad revealed, no desperate 
stabs at the gear lever were re- 
quired when the engine speed 
started to drop. The best 
scheme seemed to be to chodse~ 
a gear higher than one thought 
necessary for a given slope and 
head off. The slower the engine 
ran, the better the engine 
seemed to like it. 

Throttle control, rather than 
gearbox manipulation, produced 
the best results. 





The traction of the rear 
wheel was also outstanding. 
Wheelspin, the bogey of many 
trail bikes, could only be in- 
duced on very unstable or steep- 
ly sloping surfaces. The overall 
impression was that the Honda 
would never find itself in 
trouble through lack of pulling 
power or wheelgrip. In this 
respect, it stands alone in its 
class, 

The Honda, of course, owes 
its fine off-road qualities to the 
248cc four-stroke motor. This 
develops 20 brake horsepower 
with four valves and a very 
short stroke. On an average, 
this is about three horsepower 
down on that claimed by most 
of its rivals. As it is, it is 
admirable but one cannot help 
feeling that another five horse- 
power on tap would transform 
this outstanding machine into a 
world beater. 

Honda's engineers evidently 
do not agree because they have 
had ample opportunity to beef 
the motor up and recent in- 
dications are that they have no 
intention of altering the speci- 
fications. Possibly, the fear 
that the present torque range, 
which obviously has such great 
appeal, will be reduced is a real 
one. 

But our spies in America 
tell us that riders there would 
like a little more performance 
from the Honda 250, as well. 
Various kits are available to 
boost the power and one of the 
Most acceptable is produced by 
Powroll Performance Products 
Incorporated, of Bend Oregon. 
They produce a kit which will 
boost the power of the XL250 
by about eight brake horse- 
power. The same kit increases 
the capacity of the motor to 
298cc. 


These kits are now being 
brought to New Zealand by 


_ Blue Wing Honda Ltd. For

those ‘who want their XL250+ 
to really leap off the mark, 
there is an even more advanced 
kit_which lifts the capacity to 
336cc. This should put an end 
to any demands for greater 
performance. 

Although the XL250 is great 
for pottering around, trials style, 
it is also capable of relatively 
high speeds in the rough, in its 
standard form. The suspension 
absorbs the bumps well and a 
slight tendency towards nose- 
first landings is easily controlled. 

It does not bounce around 
to the same extent as other 
machines, possibly because of 
its weight. 

In spite of having aluminium 
wheel rims and unbreakable 
plastic mudguards, the Honda 


is quite heavy by trail bike « 


standards at 278lbs (dry). This 
is a mixed blessing. It un- 
doubtedly adds to the stability 
but inhibits its ability to be 
manoeuvred in very tight situ- 
ations. The weight could clear- 
ly be easily reduced but this 
might detract from the machine's

solidarity — another of its best 
features. 

Two-stroke enthusiasts will 
point to the valves and cam- 
shaft on top of the cylinder 
head and suggest that the centre 
of gravity is too high. But in 
actual fact, the XL250 feels 


less top heavy than many two-+ 


strokes available. The engine is 


mounted fairly low and the very 


short stroke also helps keep the 
head down. 

The weight distribution is 
58 per cent towards the rear. 
However, the front wheel can 
be kept planted firmly on the 
surface without too much con- 
centration. 

On the road, the Honda is 
completely at home. Its han- 
dling is not greatly different 
from a machine designed speci- 
fically for tarmac surfaces and 
it is comfortable enough to ride 
long distances. As mentioned 
before, it is no drag racer but it 
is fast enough to keep ahead of 
all except the most potent 
sports cars. And that tremen 
dous torque, instantly available 
whether the engine is screaming 
at 7000rpm or pottering at 
2000rpm, is just as valuable 
getting through the traffic as it 
is in the rough. 

The brakes are both conical 
leading shoe units. They are 
among the best of their kind. 
They have plenty of ‘‘feel’’ and 
do not lock up easily off the 
road. For road use, they are 
perfectly adequate. But on the 
road or off, they are unlikely to 
be put to constant severe use, 
The engine braking of the four- 
stroke engine does most of the 
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stopping work. 

For serious dirt riding, the 
non-essential street equipment 
«such as meters, lights and bat- 
tery are easily detachable. The 





bike is, incidentally, very well 
equipped. Such things as twin 
mirrors, turning indicator lights, 
bash plate, grab strap, pillion 
footrests (unlike the 'XL350 or

This is the second article written for NZMCN by visiting 
American journalist, Sam Moses, who covered the “74175 
Marlboro Series for CYCLE WORLD magazine. In his first 
article, which appeared in the last issue of NZMCN, Sam 
related his experiences of touring round the South Island 
on a Suzuki GT 550 borrowed from Tommy McClearly 
Motors of.

machine's reliability. And 
the 550 from Coleman’s 
was even newer; it was a 
1974 model with a disc 
brake, and had only 1,530 
miles on the odometer. 
Even nicer were the 
saddlebags, which were 
Perfect for touring. As | 
rode the bike around the 
block to check it out, It 
occurred to me that in ten 
years of motor-cycling | 
had never even ridden a 
bike with saddlebags. 

| awoke bright and early 
the next Monday morning, 


eager to ride to Lade 
Taupo. Then |! looked 
outside and saw it was 


pouring. | wasn’t too keen 
about riding In the rain, so 
| lingered until the same 
came out. Terrific, | 
thought as | packed my 
gear on the bike. But in the

! almost checked into a 
deluxe hotel complete with 
thermal baths, but | ran 
into two Australian hitch- 
hikers | had met two weeks 
earlier in Wanaka! who 
turned me on to the youth 
hostel. Although | didn't 
have a card and didn’t even 
think | qualified as a 
“youth” — the name is a 
misnomer anyhow — | 
asked the hostel wardon if 
| could stay the night; all | 
needed was a bed, and at 
one-tenth the price of the 
hotel, it would do just fine, 
thank you. It didn’t mater 
to the warden that | didn’t 
have a card; in fact, it 
didn’t even bother him that 
although technically there 
were two separate dorm- 
itories for men and 
women, it was Impossible 
to determine which was 
which.

It was raining when | 
went to sleep, but | sensed 
that Tuesday would be 
sunny.

It's happened to all of us at some time or another. If it hasn‘t 
already then it soon will. | refer to that unnerving cond- 
ition which seems to afflict most road users - but particularly 
motor cyclists- when suddenly something happens to intrude 
violently on one’s train of thought. Whatever it is that 
causes it the end result is either a hasty visit to one’s ss 
laundry or the local cardiac: specialist , depending on which 
end of the torso is most badly affected. 


The first time it happened to me was 
some ten years ago, when | was the 
proud owner of my. first two-wheeler, 
arip snorting James 98cc moped of 
1948 vintage. This magnificent hunk 

of purple machinery took me toa 
splendid victory over a local ace 
(mounted on the latest 49cc Zundapp- 


the ‘Silver Streak”) on a Stretch of road 


connecting Hastings with Havelock 
North, 

This particular stretch had a speed 
limit of 40mph so we could really 
get down to it and open her up, 
safe in the knowledge that officer 
Dibble couldn’t nab us for speeding. 
| came close to it one day though. 
After some fine tuning | was 
clocked at 37mph. 

Flushed with success after licking 
the Zundapp, | was cruising home 
when a monstrous German Shepherd 
dog tried to avenge the defeat of its 
mechanical fellow-countryman by 
sinking its fangs into my left calf. 

| knew of course that | merely 
needed to open the throttle a 
fraction to leave the animal yelping 
ina cloud of hot two-stroke smoke, 
$0 | jabbed at it with my boot and 
wound on the power,expecting the 
dog to scoot for the curb with its 
tail between its legs, 

- Unfortunately James let me down, 
for it chose that moment to foul its 
spark plug- for the umpteenth time- 
and, as the slavering canine jaws 
drew perilously close | was forced to 
pedal like hell. My legs were pumping 
faster than the ‘piston. 
My next heart-stopping moment 
(HSM) on two wheels was to occur 
a couple of years later, when | had 
graduated to a lovely Norton 
Dominator ‘88', | had owned this 
immaculate specimen for two months 
before | was phoning the shop whence 
it came, asking for someone to come 
and pick it up from the gutter. 

It happened like this. Having found 
the handling somewhat better than 
the LE Velocette | had previously 
owned { you don’t lean an LE through 
@ corner, you manoevre it), | was 
firmly convinced | could take any 
corner at any speed | liked, Until 

one day | found myself heading for 

a particularly nasty looking curb 

after trying to negotiate a right-angled 
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corner with the needle off the clock, 
Somewhere in my addled brain | 
remembered the advice: “If you 
ain't gonna make it , lay it over 
further and pour on the power’’. 
Within a matter of second | 

found myself whirling and 

twirling down the road like a 
drunken spinning top, with the 
bike performing like a Raid- 
smitten bluebottle beneath me, 
Of course, not all prangs are HSM’S. 
Barrelling Into the side of a truck, 
flat stick in third on an ageing 
Triumph 6T doesn’t qualify if you 
ne even saw the four wheeled 
a ** before impact, or if you 
can’t remember a thing about it 
afterwards. Which led me to 
thinking: ‘If an average run of 

the mill biker can have such (to 
me) shattering experiences, what 
about those well known guys 

who have made a sport,or even a 
profession out of racing or 
competing , on bikes?. Surely they 
must have a tale or two to tell, 

| decided to find out, 

Like h said, a horrendous pile- 

up or bone-breaking fall doesn’t 
necessarily result froma | HSM, 
Sometimes a sense of occasion, or 
some other factor can prompt 
one's ticker to make for the 
nearest exit with the slightest 
provocation, 

One of the first to be asked the 
question’’What would you 
consider to be your most Heart 
StoppingMoment” was seven 
times New Zealand trials 
champion ,Mike Harris, of 

Lower Hutt. Big help he turned 
‘out to be. 

“| honestly don’t know” he said 
after pondering for a while. “I’ve 
led a pretty quiet sort of life, 
fothing stands out as being 
particularly momentous in that 
respect’. Aw, come on there must 
be some incident you remember? 
“Well, | bruised my big toe once, 
if that's any help’, Thanks, Mike. 
Dale Wylig the 1974/75 New Zealand

KIWIS WIN 
POLAND... 


New Zealand took a valuable two-nil lead in the 
international solo bike test series against Poland with a 
victory in the second test at Christchurch’s Templeton 
track. But it was a much tougher affair than the Kiwis’ 
62-45 victory in the first test at Auckland’s Western 
Springs Stadium. The second test was in doubt until two

heats from the finish. In the end, New Zealand won, 


56-50. 





Polish heat leader Edward Jancarz in action at Templeton, Jancarz 
was the top scorer for his side in the second test. 


However, New Zealand's 
two-nil lead might yet be 
cut in half. In the first 
match at Auckland, “Bad” 
racing fuel was supplied to 
both teams with the result 
that no less than six 
engines, valued at more 
than $300, were written 
off. The Poles suffered 
worse and this made the 
result a little unreal. 

The fuel has since been 
tested and found to 
‘contain nitro. There is a 
strong possibility that the 
New Zealand Auto Cycle 
Union’s speedway control 
board will declare the test 
null and void. 


GREAT BATTLE 


But the second test was 
a splendid confrontation. 
Poland took the lead on 
the third night and after 
eight heats was ahead, 
26-21. At this stage, things 
looked a little grim for the 
Kiwis. However, in the very 
next heat, Gary Peterson 
and Graeme Stapleton set 
New Zealand back on the 


path to success with a 
magnificent one-two. 

At the half-way point, 
New Zealand was trailing 
by a single point — 26-27. 

The status quo was 
maintained ‘in the ninth 
heat but the scores were 
levelled in the tenth when 
Robin Adlington gained an 
upset victory over Piotr 
Bruzda after both Barry 
Briggs and Andrzej Tkocz 
had dropped out with 
motor failure. 

Peterson and Stapleton 
edged New Zealand into 
the lead on the twelth heat 
and it was maintained until 
the finish. 

The hero of New 
Zealand's victory was 
multiple world champion 
Ivan Mauger. He scored 17 
points — one point short 
of the maximum. This was 
a great performance 
considering Mauger only 
arrived back from America 
on the day of the test. His 
only defeat was at the 
hands of Poland's world 
finalist Edward Jancarz.

Peterson, who topped the 
“scoring in the first test 
with a maximum, was 
again in great form, 





Jancarz did the impossible 
and led Mauger out’ the 
gate. The champion Kiwi 
tried every trick he knew 
but there was no way past 
the little Pole and he had 
to be content with second 
place. 


GREAT SUPPORT 


But if Mauger stole the 
limelight in the New 
Zealand team, it was the 
grand supporting rides of 
lesser riders who won the 
test. Peterson and Staple- 
ton were the most prolific 


consistently beating all but 
the top Poles to score 15 
valuable points. 

However, he never 
attempted to ride as 
Stapleton's partner. It was, 
for him, an individual race. 
Had- Stapleton had a little 
help, he might well have 
done even better. He was 
always mixing it with the 
Poles behind Peterson and 
undoubtedly contributed to 
Peterson's success. 

Adlington, too, was 
impressive. This was 
undoubtedly his finest test 
performance for New 
Zealand. He scored 10 
points and displayed a 
praiseworthy determination 
to finish every race, 
regardless of the situation. 

In the fifth heat, he lost 
control on the second 
bend and smashed into the 
fence. But he leapt to his 
feet, picked his machine 
up and began what looked 
like a hopeless chance. 
However, fortune was 
smiling on him. Andrzej 
Jurczynski and Briggs both 
retired with motor trouble 
and he had the satisfaction 
of picking up two points 
for New Zealand behind 
Edward Jancarz. 

Briggs again had an 
incredible run of bad luck 
with his machinery. Even- 
tually, he borrowed Staple 
ton’s spare and after 
leading a heat for a lap 
that too went on the blink.

MORE NEWS 


By this time | thought | 
had seen all the mind- 
blowing views of the ocean 
that. | was going to see, 
but as | climbed ‘into the 
hills and away — from 
Gisborne, | glanced over 
my shoulder and was hit 
by a view of Poverty. Bay in 
the early morning that 
made me stop and look for 
more. The water was 
green, gray, blue and white 
all at once, a silhouette 
board for the shadows of 
the clouds. The tip of 
Gisborne was visible at the 
northern edge of the land's 
horizon, and inland the 
Raukumara Ra Mountains 
were visible 50 miles away.
